TNION, Ms Deo a Phe Bank of Un- 
ion, Mo., was entered by burglars between 
1 and 2 o'clock this morning, the vault ana 
safe blown open with nitro-glycerine and 
$15,000 stolen. 

About 10’clock a loud explosion was heard 
and several shots were fired around the 
public square. Most of the citizens who 
heard the noise supposed it was boys 
celebrating Christmas and paid no atten- 
tion to it. 

Oscar Busch, a hardware dealer, tiving 
across the street, thought the bank was 
being robbed, but when he went to the 
window to look out was covered by a 
revolver and forced to keep quiet. 

The work was complete, the vault door 
and the safe was completely wrecked as 
was the whole interior of the bank. The 
glass front of the building was also de- 
etroyed. . 

Nitro-glycerine was the explosive used. 
The entrie contents of the safe was 
taken. By 2 o’clock the work was done and 
the men Iecft town, walking to the east 

F. W. Reinnard, the president of ‘the 
bank |s very -ick at his home and he Was 
not told of the robbery. 

A. W. Hoffman, the cashier, was called 
after it was all over. He estimates the 
loss at about $15,000. The bank carried 
$10,000 insurance against burglary. 

There is 10 clew to the robbers. bt they 
were professionals. About 50 shots were 
fired to terrorize any person who might 
want to venture out. Some say seyen men 
were seen around town between 12 and 1 
o'clock, but Mr. Busch says but two men 
left the bank after the robbery. 

Sheriff Brush said today that he was 
asleep when the robbery took piace. He 
heard the explosion and the pistol shot, 
but thought it was ‘“‘Christmas doings.’’ 

It was ascertained today that the robbers 


stole a horse from Henry Soph and car- 
ried their booty away on the animal. 

They loaded the greenbacks, gold and sil- 
ver into a bag and threw it across the back 
of the horse and one of them rode away on 
the horse.

Eight Days of Rejoicing Commemorate 
Expulsion of Assyrians From Pal- 
estine and Recovery of “Ev- 
erlasting Light.” 


Simultaneously with the beginning of fes- 
tivities Christmas Eve, there began in St. 
Louls and in many other cities another 
celebration in honor of deeds which are 
still lauded, although performed 1600 years 
before the Christian era. It is called 
Chanukah, the feast of light, and is par- 
ticipated in by faithful Hebrews the world 
over. It is believed to have been cele- 
brated oftener and with more uniformity 
than the ceremonies of Christmastide. 

From Palestine to the antipodes, Chan- 
wkah feast is observed, but it seldom be- 
gins on Christmas Eve, as it did this year. 
It takes place with great reguiarity on 
the 25th day of Kissev, the ninth month, 
which this year happened to coincide with 
the month of December 

It has been a long time since the two 
days were identical before. 

The festival of Chanukah does not par- 
take of the sanctity of many other Jewish 
ceremonies, but in some respects it has 
almost as much solemuity. Nevertheless, 
it is regarded as a season of merry-mak- 
ing, and ‘“‘Chaukah parties" are being held 
by the congregations of all the synagogues 
iu St. Louis. 

Its origin, according to tradition, par- 
takes of the miraciilous and of the he- 
roic.

THE PRESIDENT’S NOTE TS SENT 
TO ITALY. 


Identical Communication Transmitted 
to Germany and Great Britain, the 
Other Powers Concerned in 
Settlement of the 
Dispute. 


ROME, Dec. 27.—Ambassador Meyer 
today prsented to the foreign office 
President Rvosevelt’s note on the subject 
of Venezuelan arbitration. The President 
says that although he is very gratified 
at the confidence the powers have shown 
in him by choosing him as arbitrator, which 
position he would have accepted if there 
were no other means of solving the ques- 
tion, he thinks it better to submit the 
case to The Hague tribunal, especially 
as all the powers concerned are willing. 

The President adds that as there is no 
question of national honor or cession of 


erution and in accord with ail the powers 
concerned who have shown an honorable 
spirit’. of mutual consideration and modera- 
tion, Hé is glad to be informed that they 
have all agreed to submit the question to 
The Hague tribunal.

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| RUBBISH BURNING PLANT NEXT 


| Secretary of War Receives Complaints 
Against Dumping Into River and 
ty Considers Incineration. 


President Phillips of the board of public 
improvements is considering a plan for a 
municipal plant to incinerate rubbish. Com- 
plaints have been made to the secretary 
of war against the dumping of rubbish into 
the Mississippi river. 

The secretary of war wrote to Mayor 
Wells asking about the system of dispos- 
ing of rubbish in vogue here. As a result 
of the investigation, President Phillips and 
Street Commissioner Varrelmann agree 
that the establishment of such a plant in 
St. Louis would be advisable if not too ex- 


The plant recently established in New 
York is operated at an expense of only $16 
aday. This plant reduces 6000 pounds of 
rubbish an hour, or 6000 tons of rubbish a 
day. Ninety-five per cent of the rubbish 
gees up in smoke, and the 5 per cent of 
a oe that remains is used as fertilizing ma- 
terial. 

The incinerating apparatus proper con- 
sists of a britk furnace containing three 
cells, each 5x6 feet, or a total area of 9 
square feet. At the back of the furnace 
is what is known as a “drying table.”’

FOUR PERSONS ARE HELD 


SAM LEVI, NEGRO, SWEATED BY 
CHIEF DESMOND. 


Man and Woman Known as Mr. and 
Mrs. Niver, Who Live Above 
Moog’s Store Were Ar- 
rested Yesterday. 


The coroner's inquest over the body 
of John Moog, who was found Wednesday 
night in his little cigar store, 1044 South 
Fourth street, with his throat cut, was 
postponed this forenoon until Monday. 

The postponement was requested by the 
police, who expect to have new develop- 
ments by that time to present to the coro- 
ner’s jury. 

Although four persons are under deten- 
tion by the police department and a 
blood-stained hatchet is said to have been 
found by detectives, the mystery of the 
murder is as deep {f not as unfathom- 
able as ever. Sam Levi, a negro, 1417 Mar- 
ket street, :s the latest person detained 
and it is asserted the hatchet was found 
in Levi's room. 

Chief of Detectives Desmond spent all 
forenoon in sweating the suspects, with the 
exception of Dawson, who ts no longer in 
custody, and after the ordeal was finished 
the chief said he had learned nothing which 
would teni to fasten the crime upon any- 
oné. He added that he did not intend to 
discharge the prisoners until scme investi- 
gations were made, but his manner indi- 
catei he was not hopeful of bringing the 
murder home to anyone under arrest at 
present. The statements of the negro, Levi, 
however, have not been investigated yet. 


ARRESTED YESTERDAY. 

Levi was arrested by Patrolman Chris- 
mer Friday evening at a Warber shop 
where Levi is employed. He was takén 
directly to the Four Courts and Detec- 
tives Sullivan and Hageman were sent 
out to ascertain the negro’s record. They 
learned he formerly worked in a barber 
shop which was then located next door to 
Moog’s cigar shop and that presumably 
he knew it was the old man’s habit to 
keep a conside.ible sum of money in the 
tin box which is missing. 

The detectives say that Levi's broth- 
er was a porter in a clubroom adjacent 
to Moog’s store and often went there for 
cigars. In this way the police believe 


| Levi would have become sufficiently well 


acquainted witn Moog to induce Moog to 
vpen the door for him at night. It is algo 
said they waved a white jacket when 
they wanted to be admitted. 

It is thought that the bills which Patrol- 
man Joplin on many occasions has seen 
in Moog’s tin box, gave rise to a theory 
among the neighbors that Moog was a 
wealthy man. While he was not penurious 
Moog was frugal and .had been in busi- 
ness 2 years for ~himself, consequently 
no one who knew him doubts that he had 
more money than the $6 which was found 
undisturbed in the till after the murder. 


NIVERS ALSO DETAINED. 

Earl Niver ard Stala Niver, sometimes 
called Jessie Gillespie are also detained 
by the police. They lived above Mooxg's 
store, and the woman is the one who dis- 
covered Moog's door was unlocked, and, re- 
gardivg that as a strange thing, instituted 
a search for him, which resulted in his 
being found. 

The foundation of the suspicions the po- 
lice entertain against the couple is the dif- 
ferent stories they are said to tell about 
two wounds on Niver’s head. These in- 
juries are very slight. One is a bruise on 
his scalp, and the other a mere abrasion 
of the skin on nis nose. Niver said he 
got the bruise by falling down in the A. B. 
C. Garden, while Mrs. Niver declares he 
told hér a policeman hit him with a club. 
The seratch on the nose Niver said he got 
while scuffling with Mrs. Niver, but she 
denied that. 

George Dawson, 108 Scuth Fourth street, 
the first person to be taken into custody, 
has been set ‘ree. 

James Barber, a negro, 312 Clark ene 
is another person who is detained. 
Policernan Joplin, who has talked with 
Mong almost every day for four years, ex- 
plains the finding of the keys on the nail 
by saying that after Moog opened the door 
to adroit the aseassin he placed the keys 
in their usual place before the first blow 
was struck. 

He declares no one will ever know how 
much money there was in that tin box, but 
it was considerable, and may have been in 
the thousands.

FINAL DECREE TO 
UPON GOOD BEHAVIOR. 


Cover Cases of Other Indictments 
Against Men Sentenced to 
Prison. 


A radical amendment to the present dl- 
vorce law of Missouri has been recom- 
mended to the State Legislature by ine 
judges of the state, who met at the St. 
Louis Courthouse Friday. 

The principal change advocated is that 
a divorce should be made provisional when 
granted and become permanent at the ex- 
piration of one year, if the conduct of the 
applicant has been good during that inter- 
val. 


Another provision advocated is that the 
defendant be not allowed to marry until 
three years have ciapsed after 
has been granted: that in cases where no 
defense is made the defendant he aiiowed 
to make reply and contest tne case ai any 
time during the year of probation. 

By this innovation the judges hope to 
do amar with hasty remarriages aiter di- 
vorcess have been granted and to preveat 
collusion on the part of persons who seck 
to saver the legal bonds of marriage ior 
ulterior purposes. 

Only last week a prominent society wé6m- 
an of wealth serured an uncontested dai- 
vorce from her husband, and an hour iater 
wedded .another. Should the Legislatu:e 
embody the suggestion of the jucages in 
the divorce law, a year would have to 
elapse before a successful piaintiff could 
assume new marital reiations. 

The year of probation would also be a 
bar to immediate marriage and do away 
with perplexing situations should a defend- 
ant secure new evidence which would jus- 
tify the trial judge in setting aside the di- 
vcrcee decree.

Bituminous Is Selling From $4 to 
$4.50—Dealers Say Operators 
Are the Cause of the 
Increase. 


Dealers in soft coal advanced prices 
50 cents to $1 a ton today. It has been 
selling for $3 and $3.50 a ton. Anthracite 
coal when obtainable at all cost 50 cents a 
ton more than it did yesterday while soft 
coal was from 2 to 8 cents a bushel dearer 
than yesterday. 

The increases raised the price of anthra- 
cite to $10.25 a ton. Only the coarser grade 
is obtainable at $10. The best quality of 
bituminous, which has been on the mar- 
ket at 14% cents a bushel went up to 17% 
cents, The poorer grades advanced 2 cents 
a bushel. d 

Eastern operators are said to be the 
cause of the new scale of prices. The 
markets of the East are consuming an- 
thracite as rapidly as it can be shipped, 
and very little of that kind of coal is 
being sent to St. Louis, notwithstanding 
the increased demand during the present 
cold snap. 

Christmas day not a single car of hard 
coal was received at the East St. Louis 
yards. Yesterday a few cars were re- 
ceived, but they did not get in soon enough 
to permit of.the delivery of coal to cus- 
tomers. a 

Dealers believe the advance and short- 
age in bituminous coal to be merely tem- 
porary; but they look for exorbitant fig- 
ures on hard coal during all the winter.
